“The apparenily receptive attitude ophcenbhanen 
at Sacramento to tte special legislation doubling the 
franchise life of the ©arquinez Straits Bridge, cannot 
remove the widespreadl impression that it is a thor- 
oughly bad measure and deserves defeat. 

“Private toll bridges on important California high- 
ways ought to become things of the past as soon as 
humanly possible. They are out of date as private 
toll roads. If it were fair and possible, their fran- 
chises should be SHORTENED, not lengthened. 

“Think what’a holler of protest would go up 
if the state were asked ‘to pass a law enabling Boards 
of Supervisors to SHORTEN the franchise period of 
existing private bridges. What charges of “‘bad faith,” 

“breach _ of. contract,” “Sdouble* crosting,”’ “and $0 orf 
would resound. . 

“Well, the situation is exactly the same when 
a toll bridge corporation, once having agreed to build 
its bridge on a 25-year basis, a ig having actually 
BUILT it on that basis, goes to i. legislature seeking 
a means of altering ITS franchise agreements. It is 
simply trying to run out on its contract with the public, 
and its motive is, obviously to reap twenty or thirty 
more millions of dollars in the added tolls which the 
public must pay all during the additional twenty-five 
years. 

“This is one measure that should never become a 
law- That the senate has actually passed it, and the 
Assembly committee recommended it favorably, is an 
exhibit sufficiently amazing as it stands.”

District Attorney A. B. Tinning 
is seeking to have the valuable 
copper stills declared contiscated 
and sold. On the other hand the 
Davis Iron Works of Oakland, 
alleging that oil burners and oth- 
er attachments were being operat- 
ed under sale contract, insist that 
it should not tose its property 
which, without knowledge of che 
seller, was used for an_ illegal 
purpose. 

While the Wright act incorpor-

Pittsburg Tax 
Rate Reduced 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 15. — A re- 
duction of five cents in the tax 
rate was ordered here last night 
by the city council, City ae 
R. A. Watkins .announced today 
The rate for the fiscal year 1928- 
1928 will be $1.50 a hundred. Two 
years ago the rate was $1.70 and 
last year a reduction of fifteen 
cents was made. | 

The present reduction in the tax 
rate was made possible by the 
accumulation of funds towards the 
bond retirement account of the 
city, making it unnecessary to pro- 
vide for this expenditure in the 
ensuing year, and also by the in- 
crease in taxable property. 

The budget introduced by Wat- 
kins was adopted in toto.
